CARDS.)  A  similar  amendment  -o.  Chapter  233  rakes  approval  of  such 

a  plan  by  the  Secre'cary,  a  preoondi^^icn  for  the  use  of  Urban  Job 
Incentive  Program  ta:c  credits  by  conmeroial  facilities.  (St.   1973, 
Chapter  U99,  S2,  3,  5,)* 

(2)  Preappiication  Meeting.  A  preapplica-cion  neeting  shall  be 
held  vith  ZOCD  szaff  adminis-ering  the  C^^Zi   Plan  revievs.  '  In  the 
case  of  a  city  this  meeting  '-^ill  be  at  least  tvo  vorking  veeks 
before  publication  of  the  public  hearing  notice  of  the  Plan;  in  the 
case  of  a  tovn,  at  least  one  nonth  before  the  tovn  meeting  scheduled 
to  consider  the  CARD  plan.  At  this  meeting  the  applicant  should 
submit  a  nap  sho'Jlng  the  proposed  CARD  boundaries  and  existing  land 
u=es  vithin  the  CARD.   The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  surface 
and,  if  possible,  resolve  any  problems  vith  the  eligibility  of  the 
proposed  CARD  and  the  appropriateness  of  its  boundaries,  prior  to 
the  puolic  heairing  and  locaJ.  government  body  vote  on  the  CAJ'.D  plan. 


*  To  be  eligible  for  the  UCD  revenue  bond  financing,  the  commercial 
facility  being  financed  must  be  located  in  any  city  or  a  tovn  vith  a  population 
exceeding  35>000  according  to  the  last  census.  To  qualify  for  UJIP  tax  credit, 
the  facility  must  b**  in  a  city  or  tovn  that  contains  one  or  core  areas  of 
substantial  poverty.   The  Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Authority  (t-nFA.) 
administers  the  revenue  bond  program.  The  Denartment  of  Commerce  and  Development 
certifies  firms  as  eligible  for  the  U"?  credits. 
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The  Secretary  of  ZOCD  may  ailov  the  prsapplication  aeeting  to  be 
scheduled  at  any  tiae  u?  to  the  date  of  the  public  hearing  ( in  the 
case  of  a  city)  or  of  the  tovn  meeting.

(c)  That  the  plan  vill  seirre  to  avoid  or  correct  or  avert  the 
deterioration  of  an  older  coiaercial  center  resulting  frca  the 
aoveaent  of  consercial  enterprises  to  previously  ,aoncoaaercial 
areas ; 

(d)  'That  the  plan  describes  the  area  and  sets  forth  the  ievelopnent, 
or  redevelopment  J  including  public  isprovesem: s ,  proposed  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  che  plan; 

(e)  That  the  local  governing  body  of  the  aunicipality  has  approved 
the  plan. 

In  addition,  to  receive  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Cocatiniuies 
and  Development ,  a  CX3.Ii   Plan  must : 

1.  Make  adequate  provision  for  citizen  participation  and 
private  sector  involvement  in  the  execu'icn  of  the  plan; 

2.  Take  into  account  any   operative  municipal  master  plan  and 
any  operative  urban  reneval  plan,  economic  development  plan, 
or  other  officially  adopted  local  plan  covering  all  or  part 
of  the  CASD   Area;  and 

2.   Identify  a  locally  designed  implementing  agency  '»-ith  the 
pover  and  capability  to  oversee  implementation  of  the  CAPD 
plan. 

(u)  Hearing  Requirement.   Prior  to  approval  of  rhe  CARD  plan,  "he 
local  governing  body  shall  held  a  public  hearing,  preceded  by  at 
least  uen  days  public  notice.  The  notice  shall  be  published  in  a 
local  nevspaper  of  general  circulation.  This  notice  should 

(a)  identify  the  general  geographic  location  of  the  proposed
